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Before the turn of the century, 
"The Armijo Student" was pub- 
lished four times a year. About 
1910 the yearbook emerged under 
the title "Mezclah". The staff of 
1916, wishing to be accurate, sent 
a letter to the University of Cali- 
fornia inquiring whether "Mezclah" 
was the correct spelling. It was 
found that no Spanish word ended 
in "H" and that Mezclah was a 
colloquiallism. Since 1916, the 
yearbook has been published under 
the title of "La Mezcla". 
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A line is per- 
ceived to have 
no shape or 
form. It pos- 
sesses only one 
characteristic- - 
infinite length. 
Yet by placing 
segments hori- 
zontally, ver- 
tically, and 
perpendicular to 
each other, 
shapes begin to 
appear.
